THE WEEK AT OTTAWA

On Monday the ringing of the di- 
vision bell called for a recorded vote 
on the second reading of the Unem- 
playment Insurance Bill. The reeult 
was a vote of 101 to 0 in favor of the 
Bill. Mr. Bennett admitted that al- 
most al) jurists, including himeelf, 
had always held that social legisla- 
tion came under provincial juriedi¢s 
tion but now he had changed his 
mind. In spite of the B.N.A. Act, he 
stated that the Dominion had made 
@ treaty or convention at Geneva in 
1919 endorsing unemployment in- 
surance. This created an obligation 
and gave the party making the treaty 
the power to carny it out, 

If there is a conflict between the 
Dominion and any province the Do- 
minion has the right of way, As this 


is a taxation measure and the Domin-' 


fon has the right to impose any tax 


therefore, they can apply this measure. | 


These reasons induced the Government 


to asume the power of putting the! 


Act on the statute Book, 

The average member feels that there 
whould be uniformity in an act of this.

Those employed in teaching, nurs- 
ing, banking, insurance or on a police 
force or in the service of Canada or 
any province or municipal authority 
do not come under the Act unless they 
work in a club or restaurant or hotel,

SOCIAL OREDIT 
IS STILL A 
LIVE SUBJECT 


(By a Believer in Social Credit) 

Major Douglas, when giving evi- 
before the Legislative Assemly of 
Alberta on April 6th, 1934, said that 
given power, either he or a dozen 
others could provide, in three months, 
a social credit scheme that would work 
perfectly in Alberta and forever place 
it outside the range of poverty. 
“But,” he said, addressing the Assem- 
bly, “it is your problem to find out 
how to get the power to put a techni- 
cally sound scheme into operation.” 
It has always apeared to the writer 
as being quite possible that Mr. W. 
Aberhart, B.A., might be one of the 
dozen that Major Douglas had in 
mind when he spoke of providing a 
scheme that would work perfectly in 
Alberta, His education is equal to 
that of the Majors own, and there is 
no evidence that he has not been 
studying the question, He is an ex- 
cellent teacher of mathematics and a 
mathematical mind can be trusted to 
arrive at correct conclusions and 
there is no reason to believe that! Mr. 
Aberhart and Major Douglas are not 
in perfect accord as far as the scheme 
is concerned. : 

It does not ‘appears: however, that 
Alberta government has teckled the 
problem with any amount of enthus- 
iasm or vigor, : In fact so far as can 
be found out, it has done nothing to- 
ward finding out how to get the pow» 
er to put a technically sound scheme 
into operation. It is therefore, quite 
reasonable to assume thati our present 


government is not particularly 
anxious to see Social Credit intro- 
duced into the province. The reason 


for this lack of interest can hardly 
be said to have resulted from intens- 
ive study of the Social Credit system. 
Its entire lack of knowledge in regard 
to the system is very evident to those 
who have been listening toe the re- 
cent broadcasts by its representative, 
Mr, Priestly, It would be unkind te 
say that it is wilfully misrepresent- 
ing the system, 

It would therefore seem to be a dis- 
play: of good judgement on the part 
of the people of Alberta if at the next 
‘election they elected a government 
that was decidedly im faver ef Secial

Despite the economic distress, new 
records have been made in school at- 
tendance during the past year 
throughout the province, according 
to records of the department of edu- 
cation at Edmonton.

There 
was a greater regularity of attendance 
and the number of pupils in the high 
school grades bore a higher ratio to

Alberta still holds ite place as 
second among provinces with reapect 
to total marketings of hogs, aceord- 
ing to final figures just released from 
the Dominion live stock branch on 
live stock marketings for 1934. Last 
year Alberta again marketed one- 
third of the total hog marketings for 
the Dominion, the figures being for 
Canada 3,006,111 head and for Alberta 
1,012,827 head, Ontario is still the 
leading province in this respect, (The 
figures show a slight reduction fnom 
1938, Alberta’s total marketings of 
cattle and calves were 241,160 head. 
Of sheep Alberta marketed a total of 
205,144 head, or 24 per cent of Cana- 
das total which was 808,592 head,

The inauguration throughout Canada of new social services, and the 


extension of social services already existing, are policies to which it is now | 
clear all political parties in Parliament are definitely committed. Since the | 


beginning of the present century there nas been a steady growth, not only | 
in Canada but in all countries in the number and scope of these services of | 
a social character, and it is now evident that the people of this Dominion 
are in favor of more and still larger and comprehensive services of this 
character. 

This development is in line with modern trends and the new conception 
that all the people are responsible for the welfare of each individual citizen. 
We refer to this as a new conception, yet it is as old as civilization itself. 
Man is his brother’s keeper and if and when man fails to discharge that 
responsibility to his fellowmen, then the very civilization which protects him 
will collapse. So it is that the great majority of neople will be found to 
welcome the introduction and enlargement of a national programme of 
social services. 

There are, however, one or two danger spots in connection with such a 
programme which the Canadian people will be well advised to recognize at 
the outset. These services are designed to be helpful to us as individuals 
and as a nation; let us therefore beware that they do not actually prove 
harmful, 

The first danger to avoid is, that in our enthusiasm and commendable 
desire to provide social services, and to establish them upon a generous 
scale, we do not overdo it, and embark upon programmes which may prove 
to be beyond the financial capacity of the Canadian people to maintain. 
Social services such as old age pensions, mother’s allowances, unemployment 
insurance, free medical services, etc., will cost an enormous amount of 
money annually. Some of these services are already costing the Federal 
and Provincial Governments many millions of dollars, but present expendi- 
tures are undoubtedly small in comparison with the cost of proposals now 
being advanced. 

Each and every one of these social services can he provided and made 
possible by just one method, and that is taxation. That is, the community 
as a whole must through the payment of taxes provide the money which 
will be distributed through one social service or another to the people who 
are in need of such service. If fifty million dollars are required for, say the 
payment of old age pensions thoughout Canada, then taxes which will yield 
fifty million in revenue to the government must be imposed and paid by the 
people. There is no other way. This fact must be recognized, together with 
the further fact that there is a limit beyond which people cannot pay taxes, 
and any social or other service which depends upon government taxes be- 
yond that limit will find itself in difficulty, 

Once established, experience has proven that these social services grow 
very rapidly and that expenditures largely increase. ‘This experience in- 
dicates a second danger spot. It is this: So long as individual man and 
woman are required to look out for themselves and plan for their future, 
they will, as a rule, work, exercise some degree of thrift, and save against 
sickness and old age. In a word, self preservation will be one of the guid- 
ing rules of their life. But once it becomes an accepted and established fact 
that people will be provided for whether they are at work or not, that the 
community will care for them and all their ills if and when sick, and that 
the community will suppot them throughout their old age and bury them 
when they die,—then there is grave danger that the incentive which is now 
the great driving force in our human nature will become less keen, weaken 
end gradually die,

COSMIC RAYS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Glass becomes negatively charged 
when rubbed with catskin, but post- 
tively charged when rubbed with silk, 
Also, a strip of celluloid becomes 
negatively charged when drawn be- 
tween the fingers. In order to detect 
and measure the electric charges on 
any substance scientists have devised 
an instrument known as the electro- 
cope. A simple type of electroscope 
consists of a bottle with a paraffin 
stopper, through which runs a piece 
of glass tubing. Passed through the 
glass tube is a piece of brass or 
copper wire from which are suspend- 


ed two strips of gold leaf. <A _ ball 
made of tinfoil is attached to the 
other end of the wire and is, of 


course, outside the bottle just above 
the paraffin stopper. Whenever the 
ball is given either a negative or 
positive charge the leaves fly apart 
in proportion to the amount of the 
charge. A rubber comb rubbed on a 
cat becomes negatively charged and} 
if the comb is placed on the tinfoil 
ball some of this charge is imparted 


will fly apart. Since the charge is 
negative, another negative charge 
will cause the leaves to spread still 
father apart, whereas a _ positive 
charge will cause the leaves to fall 
together before again flying apart. In 
this way the kinds of charges may 
be determined. When even the best 
of electroscopes are charged it is ob- 
served that the gold leaves slowly 
come together again. This means 
that some electrically charged par- 
ticles from the atmosphere are neu- 
tralizing the charges on the leaves, 
Scientists set out to discover what 
was causing this discharge of an 
electroscope and found that it was 
due to certain rays which came to 
the earth from outer space. They 
are called cosmic rays. 

Many attempts have been made to 
stop the natural leak or discharge of 
an electroscope. These attempts 
have always failed despite the use of 
the most perfect insulators and the 
protection of the electroscope by lead | 
shields, several feet in thickness. 
These experiments suggested that 
there exists an unusually penetrating | 
radiation of feeble intensity. 

Scientists have carried electro- 
scopes to points near the two poles 
of the earth, at the equator, and at 
various other latitudes, Electroscopes 
and similar indicating and recording 
devices have been sent up into the 
air in sounding balloons to altitudes 
of over 20 miles, and have been car- 
ried to altitudes of 25,000 feet by 
airplanes in various localities and 
have been taken to high mountains 
as well as to depths as great as 1,000 
feet in lakes. All experiments show 
that the rays come from above the 
earth and so they have been called 
cosmic rays. Outstanding among the 
various investigators in this work 
are two American scientists, Millikan 
and Compton.

Lifeboats For New Liner 


Largest Ever Constructed Are 
Ordered For “Queen Mary” 

Thousands of pounds are involved 
in the contract for 24 fireproof and 
unsinkable lifeboats with Diesel en- 
gines, the entire lifeboat equipment 
of the Cunard White Star liner Queen 
Mary, which has been placed with 
Messrs. Hugh McLean, boat-builders, 
Govan, Glasgow, according to the 
Liverpool Echo, 

The outfit of each boat will be as 
follows: 2 lbs, biscuits, one quart of 
water, 1 lb. tin condensed milk, one 
tin of red distress flares, one oil lamp 
to burn eight hours, one tin of oil for 
same, one box of matches in soldered 
tin, one gallon tin of fish ofl (for 
calming rough waters), one canvas 
sea anchor, drag chain and tripping 
line, two axes, one compass (spirit 
type with lamp), one set of oars and 
two spares, one and a half sets of 
rowlocks, one bucket, one bailer, one 
mooring rope or painter and two 
bilge pumps. 

The lifeboats will be the largest 
ever constructed in Great Britain 
and will embody the results of care- 
ful experiments conducted by experts 
of the Cunard company in consulta- 
tion with engineers and naval archi- 
tects over a period of three years, 

The carrying capacity will be 145 
persons ¢ach, as compared with the 
largest lifeboats on the Aquitania, 
which carry only 68 persons. 

They will be unsinkable, being fit- 
ted with copper buoyancy chambers, 
easily removable for a _ periodical 
examination and of such a capacity 
to float all passengers combined with 
the weight of the boat, its engine, 
its fittings plus an additional safety 
margin of 15 per cent. buoyancy. 

In a fully flooded condition the 
Diesel motor can be started up and 
will run until the fuel oil is exhaust- 
ed. Specially insulated, the Diesel 
motors will be able to start in the 
most extreme conditions of cold. 

To ensure perfect tuning a care- 
fully arranged installation permits 
the motors to be started up with the 
lifeboats remaining in the davits. A 
flat side dock level with the top of 
the gunwale will permit rapid em- 
barkation and access, The lifeboats 
will be lowered from the davits by 
wire rope falls. They will be fitted 
with Ferguson's patent boat’s re- 
leasing gear, by means of which a 
handle aft can be pulled to let go 
both ends simultaneously at the op- 
portune moment.
